THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves the erection
of & commercial hoat dock on the property owned by E. D. Grimmer as descrihed
in the Travis County Deed Records, and hereby authorizes the said E. D. Grimmer
to construect, maintain and operate this commercial boat dock subject to same
being constructed in compliance with all the ordinances relating thereto and
further subject to the foregoing attached recommendations; and the Bullding
Inspector ie hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the erection
of this commercial boat dock after full compliance with all the provisions
of this resolution. Said permission shall be held to be granted and accepted
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subject to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future reguletions
and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforeement of the proper
police, fire and heslth regulations and the right of revocation is retained if,
after hearing, it 1s found by the City Council that the said E. D. Grimmer

has failed and refused and will continue to fail and refuse to perform any
such conditions, regulations and ordinances.

"Dear Sir:

"I, the undersigned, have reviewed the plans and have considered the applica-
tion of E, D. Grimmer, owner of a plece of property located upstream from the
westerly extension of the south line of Windsor Road and listed in the Travis
County Deed Records, for permission to construct and maintain a commercial
boat dock projecting out into Lake Austin 50 feet. This property is located
approximetely twenty miles upstream from Tom Miller Dem and is adjacent to

© Quinlan County Park. I recommend that if E. D. Grimmexr is granted his request
by the City Council that it be subject to the following conditions:

"(1). That nothing but creosoted piles, cedar piles or concrete piles,
substantially braced to withstand wind and water pressure, be used in the
construction and that no structure shall be nearer than ten feet to any side
property line of the owner of applicant.

«¥{2}. That no business, such as a restaurant, dance hall, concession
stand, or any other enterprise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise,
except marine supplies and tackle, and no living quarters of any character,
shall be erected on any pier, dock, wharf, float, island, piling, or other
structure extending into or above Lake Bustin,

"(3). That every structure shall be equipped with proper lights which
show all around the-horizon for night use and shall be eguipped with flsgs or
other warnings for daylight use.

*(14). That all structures extending out into the Lake be constantly
kept in a state of good repair and thal the premises be kept reasonably clean
at all times.

"(5). That before any gasoline dispensing equipment is installed, a
permit shall be secured as provided under the ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gesoline and other volatile liquids and equipment.

WHEREAS, C. Ben Hibbetts is the Contractor for the alteration of a
building located at TOL Congress Avenue and desires a portion of the sidewalk
space sbutting Lots 1 and 2, Block 8k, of the Original City of Austin, Travis
County, Texas, during the alteration of the building, such space to be used
in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to sald
C. Ben Hibbetts, the boundsry of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk Working Space

Beginning at a point approximately US feet east of the
west property line of the above described property; thence
in a southerly direction and st right angles to the center-
line of East Tth Street 4-1/2 feet to a point; thence in a
westerly direction and parallel with the centerline of East
Tth Street approximately 45 feet %o a point; thence in a
northerly direction afdd at right angles to the centerline of
Fast Tth Street to the southwest corner of the above de~
scribed propertiy;

Thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to
the centerline of Congress Avemue 4-1/2 feet to 2 point;
thence in & northerly direction and parallel with the center-
line of Congress Avenue approximately 40 feet to a point;
thence in an easterly direction and at right angles to the
centerline of Congress Avenue to the west line of the ebove
described property.

2. THAT the sbove privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said C. Ben Hibbetts, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following
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express terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall erect within the above described working
space & s0lid fence built of not less than one-inch material and at least 8
feet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside of the present
awning) substantielly braced and anchored and to maintain same in good condition
2t all times while the work is in progress., The Contractor will be permitted to
put & door in the barricade that will either open in or slide parallel to the
barricades and at all times that meterial is being delivered or taken awsy from
the building, a watchman shall be provided to warn pédestrians of approaching
danger. The Contractor will also be permitted to use two parking spaces for
the delivery or removal of materials during construetion work.

(2). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades?’.

{3). That provisions shall be made for the norml'flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to cbstruction of any such storm water.

(4). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or cbstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels,

(5). fThat the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sldewnlk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Mansger, and in any event &ll such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other cobstructions shall be removed not
later than March 1, 1953.

{6). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
a&ll the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(7). ‘That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exelusive as sgainst public needs and the City, in meking such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time with its
publie utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(8). That any publie utility, or public or private property, distrubed
or injured as & result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repairsd
at the Contractor's expense.

(9). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason
ofcthetexépeise pr abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City
of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and
&ll other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards auring the occupancy of the space.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereingbove enumerated be granted to said
John Broad, the boundeyy of which is described as Follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the abové de-
scribed property; thence in anortherly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of Bast 8th Street to &
point 12 feet north of the south curb line; thence in an
easterly direction and parallel with the centerline of
East 8th Street approximately 40 feet to a point; thence
in a southerly direction and at right angles to the center-
line of East 8th Street to the north line of the agbove de-

seribed property.

2., Tha t the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
sald John Broad, hereinafter termed "Contractor”, upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor sball construct & four-foot walkway within
the outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be
protected on each side by a guard rail at lea.st four feet high end substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of amy kind along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials 1t becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such s wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load.

(2). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the constyruction of such barricades.

(3). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(4). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.
